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EMBERS of the Royal Institute of British 

Architects, having recently received the list 

of nominations in connection with the forth- 

coming elections, are thus reminded that they 
will be shortly called upon to exercise their 
privileges as voters. We take the opportunity of the 
occasion to make our annual appeal to them to realise 
their responsibilities and act accordingly. It is an 
appeal which, we believe, has not gone entirely un- 
answered, since we have been told of specific cases 
where members have been roused by it out of their 
lethargy ; but it is also an appeal to which there should 
be a still larger response if we can believe the accuracy 
of the statistics. These latter continue to show an 
appallingly small proportion to the active section of the 
electorate, and we deplore the fact. 

Democracy has been put in the dock in recent years 
for the first time since it became the policy of enlighten- 
ment, and in some countries it has not only been tried, 
but sentenced to banishment. The fault, if fault it be, 
is not with the Fascist, but with the democrat himself, 
who has failed to make due use of his democratic equip- 
ment. The privileges of democracy have been hardly 
won. Their loss is the easier to achieve. 

If there are those who think these thoughts are but a 
theatrical exaggeration when brought to bear upon 
the domestic affairs of the Institute, we can only assume 
that those are the people who think lightly of pro- 
fessional politics. The remarkable thing about the 
mentality of such as these, however, is not that they 
prove indifferent constituents, but that they are apt 
to rank as the most violent of the critics of the Institute 
policy ; for surely they have, by their inaction, forfeited 
all right to criticise if they have not shared in the task 
of setting up the legislative machinery. The crux 
of our appeal year by year has been for a greater sense 
of responsibility among the R.I.B.A. electorate, not in 
the sense that the voter should buy his right to grumble 
with a vote, but that he should take his part in the 
constructive task. 

We renew the appeal with greater confidence this year 
for several reasons. The first is that with the Registra- 
tion Act in operation for good or ill, the importance of 
maintaining its due measure of influence for sound 
R.1.B.A. policy is all the more insistent. The second is 
that with a large influx of new members during the 
past year, the need for their establishing a duty habit 
is important. The third is that we have followed a 
period during which criticism of policy has been rather 
more widespread than usual. 

Bearing in mind the number of new members who 
may, perhaps, be in doubt as to what they should do 
with their votes, a few hints for their guidance may be 
desirable. There are doubtless a number of members 
remote from headquarters or London influence to whom 
the list of nominations is no more than one of names. 
There is a temptation for such members to record their 
votes first for the household names with which their 
eyes and ears are most familiar, and then possibly to 
make up requisite numbers haphazard. This definitely 
is not the way to vote.’ It is far better to vote to fill 
half the required places with names chosen with a 
definite reason, than to fill all the empty compartments 
with unknown personalities. There are always certain 
names which are known up and down the country to 
stand for ability, integrity and activity. Those should

be the first choice, and their election to office upon the 
Council is necessary to the existence of the Institute as a 
representative body. But there are few people so remote 
from headquarters as to have no friends in a more favour- 
able situation to whom they may look for advice and 
guidance in making their next choices. The voter 
should not be content with his ignorance of per- 
sonalities and affairs, but should go to a certain amount 
of trouble to find out whether, among the unknown 
names before him, there are not some with whom his 
interests may be safely trusted, and whether there are 
not some among more familiar names whom he might 
be tempted to risk who are not temperamentally unfitted 
to take a useful part in the business affairs of the pro- 
fession. We therefore urge upon members to vote not 
only for those whom they are assured they can trust 
in a responsible position, but to vote for as many of these 
as they can test by known record or reliable advice. 

So much, then, for advice to the voter. We should 
consider our comment upon the coming elections in- 
complete if we did not also devote some time to the 
candidate and his duties. The man who aspires to high 
office must anticipate his task with a high sense of 
responsibility. He is not so much the chosen of the gods 
as the representative of his men, whose interests he 
must study, even before his own. The man who accepts 
high office with no other object in view than the adding 
of lustre to his own name, is likely neither to do a useful 
work for the masses, nor even to serve his own interests 
with effect. Neither must he enter upon his duties 
with some hazy ‘ideas in his head that somebody must 
come forward, and that he will be “up to” the formal 
task as well as most others. He must have in his mind 
some clear idea of what are the executive tasks of the 
coming term, how they should be carried through, and 
how supported. A Council peopled by men with 
such resolves may make mistakes but suffers from no 
inertia. 

Neither must we leave the matter with preliminary 
advice to the candidate, for he has a future before him, 
and upon his conduct of that future depends very largely 
the welfare of the profession during his term of office. 
He must not imagine that he, by his election with his 
fellow councillors, becomes one of a party of despots 
empowered to carry through any scheme that may occur 
to them as desirable. Whatever policy is entered upon, 
and carried foward, it is the duty of the candidate 
to assure himself that it represents the wishes of the 
constituents who have given him their votes. There 
must be no suggestion that a scheme should be sprung 
upon the rank and file before they have had time to con- 
sider the merits of the case, nor must he be impatient 
with any criticism that may be forthcoming as to ways 
and means adopted. These things would appear self- 
evident, but past history seems to show they have not 
always been taken for granted. 

Given an adequate sense of responsibility, first among 
the voters, then among the candidates, and finally 
among the elected councillors, with an interest main- 
tained among the rank and file in the proceedings at 
headquarters, we see no reason why the forthcoming 
elections should not initiate a new era of sound and agreed 
policy in the high places of the profession. At any rate, 
it will be with our cordial good wishes for a successful 
issue that the forthcoming elections at the R.1.B.A. 
will take place.

latest move of issuing posters and 
stamps emphasising the need to “ Build 
Now!” Builders themselves can do 
much to help themselves by “knowing 
their own business and being, in effect, 
their own employers,” as Major A. D. 8. 
Rice (President of the London Master 
Builders’ Association) has recently said. 
We indicated in a_ recent leading 
article the peculiar advantages which 
Real Estate offers as a medium for in- 
vestment at the present moment. 
Economic conditions show a tendency 
also to improve, but it cannot too strongly 
be emphasised that neither the building 
industry nor the world stand to gain by 
waiting upon a recovery of conditions 
which only their own efforts can bring 
about. 
Tae Minister of Health con- 
The _ ferred on Friday last with re- 
Housing presentatives of the National 
Bill. Association of Building 
Societies, who were intro- 


duced by Sir Enoch Hill, J.P., Sir Harold 
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Bellman, and Mr. Walter Harvey. 
We are informed that the object of the 
conference was to enable the Minister ¢ 
discuss with the Association the steps io 
be taken to give effect to. the proposals 
for the building of houses to let, with the 
assistance, where needed, of loans from 
the building societies under the guarantee 
scheme contained in the Housing Bill 
now before Parliament. The Minister 
suggested that the Association should 
take steps to bring the exact nature and 
possibilities of the proposals in the Bill 
to the notice of all their constituent 
societies and to stimulate their co- 
operation with the local authorities and 
the building trade in using the new pro- 
visions to the maximum advantage, 
and discussed with the representatives 
of the Association present the best ways 
in which that object could be secured. 
The representatives of the Association 
assured the Minister that they would 
bring to the notice of all the individual 
societies the scope of the new proposals 
and the importance of operating them 
actively. They felt sure of the desire 
of all their members to contribute whole- 
heartedly to the national effort to secure 
the provision of houses to the lower-paid 
working classes and appreciated the value 
of co-operation with the local authorities 
and the building industry to this end. 


Ir will be remembered that 
recently the National Asso- 
ciation of Building Societies 
promulgated a scheme 
for encouraging house— 
and other property—owners to carry 
out improvements and renovations to 
their property, part of the capital being 
raised by loan from the building societies. 
Some apprehension was felt upon the 
part of property owners that improve- 
ments would have the effect of increasing 
the rateable assessment on the property 
so improved. In this connection the 
Association has received the following 
message from the Minister of Health, 
Sir E. Hilton Young, M.P. :—“ As 
Minister of Health I have a special 
interest in all that concerns the proper

housing of our fellow-countrymen, and 
I recognise the importance, perhaps not 
second to the provision of new houses, 
of the preservation in good condition 
of all houses that are structurally sound. 
There is nothing that leads so directly 
to the decay of a house as neglect of 
the works of maintenance, repair and 
decoration essential to its preservation, 
and I have been glad to do what lay 
in my power to remove certain misappre- 
hensions which were brought to my 
notice as tending to discourage house 
owners from undertaking these very 
necessary works.” 


Tse foreword to the Me- 
morial Exhibition of work 
se by the late John D. Batten, 
Memorial : ; 
Exhibition, WTitten by Mr. Robert Anning 
ell, R.A., gives a very 
just appreciation of this admirable artist 
and scholar. As the writer states : “ It 
is a personal and scholarly art remote 
from the market, and with no trace of 
the summary treatment so admired 
in the success of the passing hour. It 
is the work of a different mentality and 
must be judged by different canons.” 
Nor is it difficult to discover what these 
canons are, being those that govern 
good artistry at all times. There was 
no spectacular craftsmanship or vagary, 
but sound principles of work governed 
by a nature appreciative of all that is 
best in craftsmanship and endowed with 
the wisdom to use it in the best directions. 
His work, so varied and comprehensive, 
included, in addition to his illustration

and painting, designs for embroidery, 


leather hangings, tapestry, wood carving, 
colour prints, etc. A series of forty- 
four drawings in line, the work of his 
early maturity, illustrating Dante’s 
“ Inferno,” forms an. important feature 
in the exhibition, and are lent by the 
Principal and Fellows of Lady Margaret 
Hall, Oxford. These drawings were 
executed in connection with the late- Mr. 
George Musgrave’s translation in Spen- 
serian stanzas. Various reasons. pre- 
vented the completion of his revision, 
and the drawings will be published 
in May by the Oxford University 
Press. A particular interest attaches 


to the publication, in that the series of 
drawings were engraved on wood about 
1900 and represent perhaps the last 
examples of that fine period of wood 
engraving, superseded later by photo- 
graphic processes. 


BEAUTIFUL examples of the 
artist’s tempera paintings are 
Tempera shown on the walls. 
Painting. « Atalanta and Milanion ” 
has the pristine feeling of 
the early Italian painters, though en- 
tirely the artist’s personal interpretation 
of the subject, and shows his powers at 
their best. ‘‘ Beauty and the Beast,” 
and “‘ Beauty Pricks Her Finger,” from 
the fairy tale of that name, are further 
fine examples. The last is a picture of 
special grace and beauty of colour, 
which should find a permanent place in 
one of our public galleries. In collabora- 
tion with Morley Fletcher, Batten dis- 
covered and practised the Japanese 
method of painting from wood blocks, 
and as a part of his scholarly interest in 
methods of painting, his studies in the 
method and practice of tempera painting 
and pure fresco should be mentioned. 
Of his work in churches the triptych in 
St. Martin’s Church, Kensal Rise, exe- 
cuted in tempera, is a characteristic 
example. Devoted to fine craftsmanship, 
he enjoyed preparing the grounds, re- 
fining the oils and pigments and dis- 
covering right methods for their applica- 
tion. His talent for the fanciful and 
grotesque, seen in his book illustration, 
was well suited to the subject matter of 
the “ Inferno” of Dante, but to suggest 
that his character was austere is to 
mistake a part for the whole. That he 
felt the deep obligation on the artist to be 
thorough and sincere was not to be 
austere, and there lay behind his scholarly 
achievement a lovable human personality, 
held in something deeper than respect 
by his fellow-artists. The. cleavage 
between the new and the old, the changes 
which have intervened to encourage a 
much slighter approach, prevented the 
recognition which was his due, but “ he 
lives well who is well hidden,’ and 
perhaps his work was best matured in 
the quiet possession of his days.

Sm,—Will you allow me to point out that 
the first and second premiated designs in 
the Building Centre Cottage Competition, 
published in The Builder for the 28th ult., 
are not in accordance with the conditions 
of the competition, as follows :—The first 
premiated design has a separate’ bathroom. 
Concrete footings are shown to .walls, and 
lime concrete (only 4 in. thick) over site, in- 
stead of a reinforced cement concrete raft 
7 in. thick. (The Ministry of Health 
Model By-laws prescribe surface concrete to 
be in cement 6 in. thick.) 

The dampcourse is not 6 in. above ground 
and beneath the lowest timbers, as per 
Model By-laws. 

The W.C. «the only one) is in bathroom, 
and the combined apartment only 5 ft. by 
4 ft., so that a 4 ft. 6 in. bath must be 
used. 

The first floor is partly in the roof, 
being 7 ft. 3 in. to top of plate instead 
of 8 ft., and top of windows 6 ft. only 
from floor, leaving 2 ft. of space unven- 
tilated. 

No surface water drains are shown, and 
soil drains are combined with those of cot- 
tage of adjacent pair. The second premiated 
design has also a separate bathroom. 

As a competitor, [ feel that the awards 
in this competition have been unjustly made, 
as the conditions published were very em- 
phatic, and a detailed specification. was 
issued with them, also drawings which, - if 
followed by the Selection Committee, would 
certainly have placed these schemes outside 
consideration. 

Why make conditions at all if they are 
not to be followed? To my mind it is 
grossly unfair and misleading. and tends 
to make one sceptical of the validity of com- 
petition work.

DEBATE 


LXI.—TECHNICAL TRAINING OR 
ARTICLES. 

Str,—*‘ Positive ’’ argues with considerable 
eloquence the case of the typical ‘‘ die-hard,’ 
who sees the tide of the new world engulfing 
the old order. I cannot understand how he 
and his like, who cite the fortuitous nature 
of recruitment from the schools as the chief 
objection to the system, can advocate as the 
ideal alternative office training, in which the 
element of luck persists much more stub- 
bornly. In what way is the flow of students 
into the profession regulated by the appren- 
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ticeship system’ Is there any agreement 
among architects that they will not take a 
pup uniess there is a job awaiting his com. 
pletion? Only a few days ago I spoke to a 
middle-aged architect, who told me that he 
was originally articled to a firm of estate 
architects and was one of fifteen fellow 
articled pupils! It is indeed difficult to 
understand how this system can be claimed 
to be ‘‘more scientifically controlled ”’ than 
the school system. ‘‘ Positive” will no 
doubt reply that he would have these abuses 
removed to make his system workable. But 
if he is willing to admit the same defect. and 
to take measures to remedy it, surely the 
advocate of the school system may be allowed 
the same liberty of reform. 

If we are to argue upon the merits of our 
respective systems, we had better leave this 
question of supply and demand out of the 
discussion, because it cuts equally both ways, 
In fact, I think ‘“ Positive” will have ‘to 
admit that if any regulation of supply were 
contemplated it would be possible to control 
far more effectively the schools than the 
thousands of individual practices throughout 
the country. I suggest that the schools are 
better for the following reasons :— 

(1) The instructors in a school have no 

other job at the school than to instruct, 
and at appointed regular periods. The 
private architect is not necessarily a 
suitable instructor at all, and his time 
is primarily at the service of his prac- 
tice. 
The school courses are designed to 
give individual’and corporate instruc- 
tion from which all haye an equal 
chance of profiting. The busy practice 
generally means the pupil concentrated 
on specialist work, and the ‘slack prac- 
tice on nothing, 

(3) The school provides a , well-equipped 
reference library to hand. The office 
seldom has more than a few favourite 
text-books. 

(4) The diploma of a school is evidence that 
the student has successfully completed 
a course of training. Articles are only 
evidence that the pupil has served his 
time, and are the same whether he is a 
brilliant success or a failure. 

These are but a few of the points upon 
which a fair comparison can be made, and it 
is surprising to find the haphazard system of 
articled pupilage defended: with so much heat. 

So far as the cost of technical classes is 
concerned, I am not aware that, but for a few 
scholarships, the full-time schools of archi- 
tecture receive any State grant whatsoever. 
It is true that-the technical classes in the 
smaller provincial schools are subsidised ; but 
as these are almost ‘entirely evening classes, 
they obviously cannot compete as alternatives 
to any complete day-time course of training. 

I do fall in line, however, with ‘‘ Positive ”’ 
in his premise that if these help to produce 
the right type of man in the right numbers 
at the right time, it must pay the public to 
meet part of the cost; and as it is a generally 
accepted practice, I suggest this is an equally 
and generally accepted conclusion. But the 
main ground for argument between vs must 
remain the actual relative merits of articled 
pupilage and school training as alternative 
educational systems. 

The growth of the latter and the decline 
of the former seems to suggest that public 
opinion favours my side in the debate, and I 
therefore remain in a comfortable position !” 
accord with the thonght of the day. I condole 
with ‘‘ Positive” in his lonely and hopeless 
campaign. against overwhelming odds.

Srr,—Proclaiming himself unashamed of 
being a realist, ‘‘ Positive’ unwitting!y 
reveals himself as something of a visionary, 
and thus recaptures our regard; for no one 
yet did much for architecture who never 
surrendered to day dreams. £1,500 pet 
annum net minimum earned income of 
architects! Gorgeous (plus, of course, 
premiums) ! 
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Contrast this with 120 Edinburgh architects 
averaging £125. Close those mass-production 
factories, the architectural schools, says 
‘ Positive,” in effect, and we shall have but 
ten architects in Edinburgh. ue 

“ Positive’ tells us that if, in addition 
to five years of school training, an architect 
had to have one, two or three years of office 
experience, not many parents would be able 
to put their sons to architecture. Believing 
that no man should be put in control of 
building until he has definitely proved his 
ability to build, I would extend the office 
and field term to five years, two of which 
would be devoted to the tull-time duties of a 
clerk of works. This might—probably would 
__thin the ranks of entrants, but architects 
at least would be able to enter their own 
sons into the profession. 

NEGATIVE. 


Sin,—It 18 always the main defect of a 
formal debate that the principals must be 
partisans in the questions in dispute. Here 
we have a case of one party saying the schools 
are all that can be desired, and another saying 
the same of pupilage in an office. If 1s cer- 
tain that neither party is fully satisfied with 
the means of training he advocates. 

To my mind, there is no alternative to 
education in the mass as an efficient means 
of training, and that every point which 
‘* Positive ’’ has raised in favour of articles 
is merely an illustration of the school system 
as it is at the present time. We have got to 
find a means of carrying the practical element 
into the schools, and of setting up a more real 
contact between the student at the schools 
and the actual building. In this matter, a 
more cordial co-operation between the school» 
and the private architect might contribute 
the necessary impetus. I see no reason why 
means should not be found for making use of 
the students’ services in the schools for inking 


‘in, lettering and tracing actual work needed 


in architects’ offices. By such means, under 
adequate supervision, the student might find 
it possible to keep in continual touch with a 
job without being severed from the corporate 
spirit and advantages of a school. I should 
like to see the Board of Architectural Educa- 
tion throw its doors open for a general discus- 
sion of ways and means along such lines as 
these.

Mr. W. H. Adams, F.R.I.B.A., 
engineer and surveyor to the Corporation, 
will confer with the assessor during the con- 
duct of the competition, will assist in formu- 
lating the requirements of the Council, and 
will subsequently act as a consultant with the 
suceessful architect in the carrying out of the 
work. Designs must be sent to the Borough 
Engineer and Surveyor, Council’s Depot, 
North Hill, N.6, not later than September 23.

(Continued from last week.) 


Or the churches exhibited, Mr. Wilfrid C. 
Mangan’s Church of the Holy Family, Dagen- 
ham (No. 1,486) is on simple brick lines, 


imposing without overpowering a domestic 
estate; while Mr. Henry A. N. Medd ey snag 
despite all attempts on the part of the hang- 


ing committee to place it out of sight, a suit- 
able Oriental study of fine mass with an 
Eastern dome, in his Church of the Sacred 
Heart, New Delhi (No. 1,496). An over- 
powering circular west window somewhat dis- 
turbs the quiet harmony of Messrs. Adshead 
and Ramsey’s Church of St. Anselm’s, Ken- 
nington (No, 1,497), which is otherwise a 
refined and scholarly study. A good massing 
up to a dome distinguishes Mr. G. Berkeley 
Wills’s Reading Crematorium, which is pre- 
sented with a welcome set of photographs No. 
1,498). 

In Nhe Garrison Church at Delhi Canton- 
ment (No. 1,505) the architect, Mr. Arthur G. 
Shoosmith, has taken effective advantage of 
the small window space possible and desirable 
under a tropical sun, while in the Church of 
Our Lady and St. Hubert, Oldbury, Birming- 
ham (No. 1,507), Mr. George Drysdale ha» 
ignored latitude in a somewhat exotic style, in 
which a well-designed campanile is composed. 

The Methodist Hall, Apsley, Nottingham, 
by Messrs. Sutton and Burnett (No. 1,386), is 
ambitious, but lacking some adequate contrast 
between the main hall and the subsidiary 
“* aisles.” Mr. Arthur J. May, in his College 
Chapel, Lingnan University (No. 1,422), pro- 
vides another instance of the European giving 
an Eastern expression to a sound Western 
plan. An interior, by Mr. Charles Spooner, 
illustrating the Church of St. Paul, East Ham, 
is somewhat unsubstantial but graceful

ne 1,445). We hope Mr. 
R. Fielding d’s proposed Church of St. 
Mary Magdalen, Tilehurst, Reading (No. 
1,468) will be translated into fact, for it bids 
fair to be an effective brick church in the 
modern ecclesiastical manner. The 
‘ Friends’ ’’ Thanksgiving Church, at Wynd- 
Ruff, Norfolk, by Mr. Edward Rimmer (No. 
1,517), is an extremely “‘ taking ’’ little struc- 
ture, achieving a certain peaceful dignity 
most suitable for its purpose. No. 1,516, the 
Church of St. Alban, Norwich, by Mr. Cecil 
Upcher, is a more ordinary type of building. 

A colourful interior of the Church of St. 
Paul, Colombo, Ceylon, by Messrs. Edwards, 
Reid and Booth (No. 1,518), pleases the 
jmagination, as does the unusual contrast of 
the large vault with its small intersections. 
Mr. William D. Carée’s two reconstruction 
drawings of St. Michael’s, Bishopwearmouth 
(Nos. 1,525 and 1,526) keep pace with his 
high reputation as a church architect. 

Besides Mr. Denman’s model, and Sir John 
Burnet’s and Sir Edwin Cooper’s exhibits, 
sgagiosce A noted, the hospitals section, which 
is usually more prominent, includes the 
Hospital for Sick Children (new staff house), 
Great Ormond Street, W.C. (No. 1,369), by 
Messrs. Stanley Hall and Easton and Robert- 
son. This shows an orderly assembly of 
simple masses and surfaces, and is distinctly 
encouraging for the future. 

Munici and Government buildings 
account for a number of illustrations of which 
the following are the most successful :—Nos. 
1,360 and 1,361, illustrating a design for 
Norwich City Hall in a scholarly rendering of 
the classic manner by Mr. Briant Poulter ; 
Mr. C. Cowles-Voysey’s Southwark scheme 
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(No. 1,397), showing thoroughly sound arch; 
tecture in broad, - Roan * aed ay me 
central emphasis; Messrs. C. H. James po 
8. R. Pierce’s rendering of the Norwich 
scheme (No. 1,402), which is attractive w tha 
grace that verges on weakness; Mr. Philiy J 
Hepworth’s scheme for Walthamstow’ s “new 
municipal offices (No. 1,403), which is civic 
and restrained in feeling with but a slight 
suggestion of discord between the scale of the 
central and subordinate features, which may 
be a defect of draughtsmanship; the new 
offices for the Corporation of Hull, by Messrs 
Scarlett and Ashworth (No.° 1 420)» 
Northumberland County Council offices. 
Newcastle, by Messrs. Cackett, Burns Dick 
and MacKellar (No. 1,428), illustrating 
problem of levels; No. 1,431, the selected 
design for Adelaide Town Hall, by Messrs. 
Morsby and Coates—rather a disjointed ren- 
dering in the classic manner; a very fine in- 
terior of the Central Hall of the Parliament 
Building, Northern Ireland, by Sir Arnold 
Thornely (No. 1,441), in which the fine sweep 
of the main stairs closes a grand vista; an- 
other impressive interior in correct classic by 
Mr. Stephen Wilkinson, illustrating the new 
County Hall, Preston (No. 1,446); Messrs. 
Home and Knight’s competition scheme for 
Northampton (No. 1,470)—rather badly hung 
but appearing to be a not very happy com. 
promise between the modern and the tradi- 
tionalist; and another competition design for 
a public building by Mr. Harry R. Gardner 
‘No. 1,509) of sound architectural. character 

Two illustrations of libraries complete the 
municipal exhibits, of which Messrs. Grav, 
Evans and Crossley’s winning scheme for Bir- 
kenhead (No. 1,429), impresses with its tra- 
ditional dignity, in which the di-style portico 
“reads’’ well; while No. 1,513, by Messrs. 
Adams, Holden and Pearson, illustrating the 
proposed completion of the National Library 
of Wales, Aberystwyth, shows a similar 
standard of dignity. 

Commercial architecture gains a somewhat 
meagre place in the exhibition, a fact telling 
its own sad story. Shell Mex House appears 
in No. 1,381, by Messrs. Joseph, and stands 
well in its familiar form, while the same archi- 
tects show an interesting development scheme 
for Nos. 54-66, Lowndes-square, S.W. (No. 
1,383), in which the modelling of subsidiary 
parts competes somewhat unhappily with the 
main massing. A few other exhibits of this 
kind show a certain efficiency without special 
interest. 

Schools and colleges account for a similar 
proportion of show space, and include Mr. 
Alan E. Munby’s Clifton College Preparatory 
School (No. 1,374), in an interesting Gothic 
group of stone buildings which show the archi- 
tect as a master of his style; a bird’s-eye view 
of the new Foundling Hospital Schools at 
Berkhamsted, by Messrs. J. M. Sheppard 
and Partners (No. 1,425 and No. 1,485), which 
capably displays the merit of an efficient pian; 
a study for the Students’ Union at Belfast 
University, by Mr. William A. Forsyth (No. 
1,433), which may be thought to call for 
gable parapets to harmonise with the mul- 
lioned windows, unless this expresses a local 
tradition with which we are unfamiliar; 4 
successful mass grouping up to an octagon 
representing the proposed chapel for Farring 
ton Girls’ School, Chislehurst, Kent, by 
Messrs, C. Melville Crickmer and A. Foxiey 
(No. 1,508); and Messrs. Richardson and 
Fill’s safe composition in completion of 
University College, London (No, 1,512). 


Messrs, A. W. S. and K. M. B. Cross show 
two examples of holiday architecture in 
Nos. 1,384 and 1,386, representing Westmin- 
ster Swimming Bath, and the Crystal Hall, 
Morecambe and Heysham, both adequate and 
sufficient studies. q 

Messrs. Adanis, Holden and Pearson sow 
another example of their efficient railway 
architecture in Arnos-grove Underground 
Station (No. 1,380); while Mr. Joseph Ember 
ton attacks his modern problem with great 
spirit in his exhibit illustrating the new 

hibition Hall, Olympia, and ‘with more 
ace than in his previous editions (No. 
414). 
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Official architecture again justifies itself 
artistically, whatever may be the political 
aspect. We have Spen Valley Employment 
Exchange (No. 1,417) and Harrogate Employ- 
ment Exchange (No. 1,500), by Mr. Charles 
J. Mole; Lampeter Post Office, Cardigan- 
shire (No. 1,451), and Gloucester Head Post 
Office (No. 1,480), and Torquay Tele- 
phone Exchange (No. 1,466) by Mr. 
Henry E. Seccombe; and Yiewsley Post Office 
(No. 1,464) and Greenford Post Office (No. 
1.553) by Mr. Frederick A. Llewellyn. 

The display of a purely school subject by 
a student is a welcome and encouraging de- 
parture from general. custom, represented 
by a design for an orangery by Mr. Charles 
W. Minett (No, 1,398). It is to be hoped 
that this plucky exhibit may call forth 
others from similar sources in succeeding 
years, with perhaps — standards of de- 
sign and draughtsmanship. 

In the domestic class we have a high stan- 
dard of architecture on view, revelling in 
the charm of the subject on sound and sen- 
sible lines, without sensation; in fact, the 
only examples of the “‘ ultra’’ are a tiny 
dose of the medicine administered by Mr. 
Ernest G. Theakston (No. 1,452), and a row 
of houses at Benfleet, Essex, by Mr. Gerald 
Warren (No. 1,400), showing the skill of the 
designer appearing with most of the insin- 
cerities of the style. We cannot see how 
corner windows looking straight into adjoin- 
ing houses can appeal either to the mind or 
to the eye. 

Messrs. Baillie Scott and Beresford (No. 
1,354), Mr. J. O. Brook Hitch (No. 1,570), 
Miss Joyce E. Townsend (No. 1,562) and Mr. 
Edward H. Banks (No. 1,489) show a nice 
sense of the country atmosphere in their ex- 
hibits, while the charm and good sense of 
the roof slope is put to good purpose in No. 
1.367, by Messrs. A. J. Healey and F. W. 
Mackenzie; No. 1,434, by Mr. Percy C. 
Boddy; No. 1,450, by Messrs. Annesley 
Brownrigg and Hiscock (a house in Half- 
penny-lane, Guildford, of great charm and 
ability); and No. 1,455, by Mr. Arnold Sil- 
cock. 

The sound semi-formal manner based on 
eighteenth-century principles is well illus- 
trated in the following :—Fiddlestone Wood. 
surton, Cheshire, by Messrs. Briggs and 
Thornely (No. 1,376); Inwoods House, Rugby, 
by Mr. R. Fielding Dodd (No. 1,390); house 
at Sandwich, by Messrs. Baillie Scott and 
Beresford (No. 1,440); proposed house at 
Caversham, by Messrs. Chas. Smith and Son 
(No. 1,501); and rectory at Worth, by Mr. 
R. Paxton Watson (No. 1,435), in which 
latter the highest qualities of the style are 
reproduced. 

Mr. Thomas F, Hawkes is to be congratu- 
lated upon his cottages at Long Compton, 
Oxfordshire (No, 1,493), which catch the 
domestic spirit with broad, simple effect in 
an admirably presented exhibit. 

In Nos. 1,437, 1,438 and 1,491 by Mr. Cyril 
A. Farey, Mr. Douglas W. Harrington and 
Messrs. Home and Knight respectively, the 
qualities of the eighteenth-century style are 
less satisfactorily caught. 

Nos. 1.409, by Messrs. Fred Harrild and 
H. F, Rea; 1,436, by Mr. Conrad B. Will- 


cocks; 1,453. by Mr. Hubert Lidbetter: 1,463, . 


by Mr. Philip D, Hepworth: 1,478, by 
Messrs. by ae and Marshall Macken- 
zie: 1,482, by Mr. E. Guy Dawber, A.R.A. ; 
1.483, by Messrs. Annesley Brownrigg and 
Hiscock; 1,499, by Mr. Walter N. Twist; 
1.521, by Mr. Fred Harrild; 1,538, by Mr. 
Henry Hyams, are all to be commended as 
fresh studies in a free domestic rendering, 
and we commiserate with Mr. William E. 
Masters and Mr. Spencer H. Lawrence in 
that their exhibits (Nos. 1,442 and 1,443) 
are so far in the air as to make it difficult 
to appreciate their talents. 

The more ornate and formal styles are 
shown in Sir Banister Fletcher’s No. 1,366, 
Mr. James A. Swan’s No. 1,368, and Mr. 
Oliver Hill’s No. 1,396, all capably handled. 
though we feel the days for this type of 
expression are quickly passing. 

\mong examples of blocks of flats, Mr. 
Louis de Soissons expresses a thoroughly 
domestic example with the useful support of 
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an attached house, in his Duchy of Cornw 

Flats in Orsett-street (No. 1,365), The Abbey 
Flats, Abbey-road, St. John’s Wood, by 
Messrs. Maurice E. Webb and H. A. Dawson 
(No, 1,375) are self-declared and efficient. A 
small block of flats at Croydon, by Mr. Oliver 
Law (No. 1,413) seems rather dull, but is 
outrageously ‘‘ skied.’ Flats for the Mary- 
lebone Housing Association, by Mr. Louis de 
Soissons (No. 1,448), show the architect main- 
taining his fluent form with a romantic ele- 
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ment entering unbidden. Mr. D. F. Martin- 
Smith’s flats at sn a (No. 1,523) are 
efficient, without unusual quality: 

A number of other examples warrant 
friendly comment, but beyond remarkin 
upon the high level of quality, space forbids 
further dealing with on. A few notes 
upon the architectural draughtsmanship will 
conclude this survey of the exhibition in our 
next issue.

THE LATE A. MARSHALL MACKENZIE 


By the death of Dr. Mackenzie, Aberdeen 
loses one of its most distinguished citizens, 
and the profession of architecture an honoured 
member of outstanding distinction and 
prestige. Dr. Mackenzie belonged to a family 
of fine culture. His father before him lived 
long enough to prove he was possessed of

unusual ability as an architect, and the son 
inherited the father’s talent. After some 
years of training in Aberdeen and Edinburgh, 
where he worked under the famous architect, 
David Bryce, R.S.A., Dr. Mackenzie com- 
menced practice in Elgin in 1870. Seven 
years thereafter he entered into partnership 
in Aberdeen with Mr. James Matthews, his 
dead father’s partner. Important commis- 
sions gave him opportunities and experience 
which few young architects are privileged to 
enjoy, and these must have been some com- 
pensation for the years of arduous labour 
with their scant pecuniary gain. 

The abilities of the young architect could 
not. fail to be appreciated in a university 
town inhabited by people of intelligence and 
excellent education, and the rapid growth of 
the city led to his becoming architect of many 
imposing buildings. The head office of the 
Northern Assurance Company, the Art 
Gallery, the Harbour Office, and Marischal 
College are amongst the best-known buildings 
he designed in Aberdeen. : 

All who knew Aberdeen in the past are 
familiar with the splendid tradition sustained 
by its famous architect, Archibald Simpson, 
one of the last of an age imbued with a sense 
of proportion, with all it connotes of 
appropriate treatment and rhythmical har- 
mony. The simple dignity of Simpson's work 
had a wholesome influence upon the public as. 
it had upon architects, and, although Dr. 
Mackenzie lived in an age when greater free- 
dom was permitted, he maintained and 
developed his adopted art in the new spirit 
of his time, with imaginative insight and in 
the spacious and dignified manner of his 
famous predecessor. ei 

Granite, his native building material. calls 
for great restraint, and any coarseness in 
treatment gives an abhorrent result. Dr. 
Mackenzie displayed great versatility in 


using this material. He could be simple and 
severe or comely and exuberant as occasion 
demanded. He imbibed rich refreshment 
from a visit to Italy, and returned reinspired 
to his attractive compositions. He posse 
great vigour and enthusiasm, and his work 
never appears stale. He had sympathy and 
understanding with the trend of modern 
architectural development, particularly in 
Sweden, Holland, and Germany, and fully 
realised that knowledge and experience of 
building would be a permanent corrective to 
any extreme, be it individual or collective. 


In London, Dr. Mackenzie was architect of 
the Waldorf Hotel. He then took his son, 
Mr. A. G. R. Mackenzie, into partnership, 
and father and son were architects of, amongst 
other buildings, Australia House. he 
problem set here was not easy, as the site 
is of awkward shape and the building visible 
at various angles from the surrounding 
thoroughfares. The solution is dignified, 
unaffected and impressive, and the Australian 
Commonwealth can be congratulated in 
establishing through their architects a very 
high standard for important State buildings. 
At the same time the building is a source of 
gratification, not only to Australians, but to 
all who desire to promote the advancement of 
architecture. 

Dr. Mackenzie was architect of Mar Lodge 
—the residence of the Duke of Fife—Crathie 
Church, Elgin Town Hall and many other 
buildings. At first single-handed and later 
in conjunction with his son, he carried out 
work at Balmoral Castle and Fyvie Castle, 
Aberdeenshire, and also Hursley Park, Hamp- 
shire. More recent work in Aberdeen includes 
Elphinstone Hall at King’s College, the War 
Memorial and Cowdray Hall, Britannic House, 
etc. Aberdeen University, for which he had 
done such beautiful work, conferred upon him 
the honorary degree of LL.D., and in recogni- 
tion of his skill in ecclesiastical architecture he 
was appointed one of the architects for the 
General Trustees of the Church of Scotland. 

One reflects on the works of this dis- 
tinguished Scottish architect with a sense of 
satisfaction and with the knowledge that they 
will endure by reason of their orderly beauty, 
and because they are transmuted into life by 
his keen enthusiasm and humanised by a deep 
and kindly understanding. 

Dr. Mackenzie, who was in his eighty-sixth 
year, became an A.R.S.A. in 1893, an R.8.A. 
in 1918 and an honorary R.S.A. in 1930. He 
became an F.R.I.B.A. in 1897 and received the 
degree of LL.D. in 1906. He married, in 1876, 
Phebe Ann Robertson Cooper, only daughter 
of Mr. Alexander Cooper, solicitor, Elgin. 
He is survived by Mrs. Mackenzie, two sons 
—Mr. T. R. Mackenzie, solicitor, Elgin, and 
Mr. A. G. R. Mackenzie—and by two daugh- 
ters—Mrs. Adam, Denmore, and Mrs. Mac- 
kinnon, of Aberdeen.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


Tue report of the Council of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects for the year 
1932-33 was presented on Monday last, at 
8 p.m., at the Institute premises, Conduit- 
street, W. Following are points which 
emerge from the report :— 

Membership.—The total membership of the 
Institute to-day (corresponding figures for 
1931-32 in parentheses) is 12,978 (12,680), the 
principal classes being : Fellows, 1,713 (1,686) ; 
Associates, 2,944 (2,817); Licentiates, 2,394 
(2,412); Students, 1,560 (1,348); and Proba- 
tioners, 3,971 (4,073). 

The Allied Societies.—There are now 30 
Allied Societies with 32 branches in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and 18 Allied Societies 
with 18 branches in the Dominions and Colo- 
nies overseas. The membership of the Allied 
Societies, as given in the current Register, has 
now reached a total of 7,337, including 3,528 
members of the Royal Institute. The mem- 
bership of the Architectural Association is 
now 1,954, including 939 members of the 
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The Foundling Hospital: New Schools at Berkhamsted, Herts. 
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Royal Institute. The membership of the 
Association of Architects, Surveyors and 
Technical Assistants is now 761, including 
128 members of the Royal Institute. 


Sessional Papers.—The following paper will 
be read before the end of the session : “‘ The 
architectural antecedents of Sir Christopher 
Wren,” by Mr. Geoffrey Webb, M.A. 
(Cantab.). 


Registration —The past year has been 
marked by an event of historic importance 
for the Royal Institute and the architectural 
profession. The Architects’ Registration 
Act, 1931, came into operation on January 1, 
1932, and before the conclusion of the year 
the Architects’ Registration Council of the 
United Kingdom had been called into being, 
the Statutory Board of Architectural Educa- 
tion and the Admission Committee had been 
appointed, and the machinery for working 
the Act had been created. The first chair- 
man of the new Council is Major Harry 
Barnes, F.R.1.B.A.; the vice-chairman is 
Mr. Sydney Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A.; the regis- 
trar is Mr. C. McArthur Butler; the chair- 
man of the Statutory Board of Architectural 
Education is Mr. W. H. Ansell, F.R.1.B.A. ; 
and the secretary of the Board is Mr. Everard 


J. Haynes. The chairman of the Admission 
Committee is Mr. L. Sylvester Sullivan, 
F.R.1.B.A. The register was formally 


opened on December 1, 1952, and every mem- 
ber of the R.1.B.A. and the allied societies 
received from the president a request to 
apply at once for registration. Up to the 
present date more than 4,000 applications 
have been received, of which some 3,000 have 
come from members of the R.1I.B.A. and its 
allied and associated societies. It is of the 
utmost importance that every member who 
has not yet done so should at once apply for 
registration, so that when the first register is 
printed and issued it shall contain an over- 
whelming preponderance of qualified archi- 
tects. It may be noted that practically every 
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member of the Council of the Standing Com- 
mittees and of the Board of Architectural 
Education has applied for registration It 
now lies in the hands of individual members 
to complete the first stage in the registration 
programme by entering their names on the 
statutory register which has been set up as 
a result of many years of patient work by 
the R.1.B.A. and its allied societies, 
_ The New R.I.B.A, Building.—Mr. Wornum 
is now engaged upon the drawings for the 
modified scheme. It is anticipated that in 
the near future an appeal will be made to 
members to assist in carrying out the work 
by making donations to the new Building 
Fund. It is hoped that the building will be 
begun about the middle of June next and 
completed by September 1, 1934, 

The Building Industries National Council. 
—The foundation of the Building Industries 
National Council is in some respects the most 
important event of the year. Its foundations 
were laid when the Building Industry Coun- 
cil of Review and the Technical Advisory 
Council of the Building Industry began their 
work. Work of the utmost importance lies 
before it, and it should benefit equally the 
community at large, the building industry in 
general, and the architectural profession in 
particular. Not the least interesting of ‘is 
activities is its Public Relations “ommittee, 
which, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Howard Robertson, has launched a campaign 
of public enlightenment for the benefit of the 
industry, which should materially help il 
the professions and businesses associated with 
the Council, 

National Housing.—The announcemen‘, at 
the end of 1932, of the Government's new 
housing policy demanded the serious atten- 
tion of the R.I.B.A. The matter was referred 
at once to the appropriate committees—the 
Town Planning and Housing Committee and 
the Slum Clearance Committee—and the 
president took the initiative by summoning 
at once an informal conference of crganisa- 
tions and individuals specially interested in 
the housing problem. Their discussions led 
to the holding—on January 31, at the 
R.1.B.A.—of a strong and representative 
conference under the chairmanship of the 
Right Hon. Sir Austen Chamberlain, M.P., 
who was supported by the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, Lord Balfour of Burleigh, Sir Edgar 
Bonham-Carter, and Sir Raymond Unwin. 
As a result of the decision of this conference, 
the Minister of Health has set up a Depart- 
mental Committee to consider and _ report 
upon the housing policy recommended by the 
conference. 

Board of Architectural Education.—Two 
notable retirements from the office of head 
of architectural schools are taking place this 
year. The Board refer to Professor C. H. 
O.B.E., F.R.1.B.A., head of the 
Liverpool School of Architecture, University 
of Liverpool, and Professor A. C. Dickie, 
M.A., A.R.I.B.A., head of the School of 
Architecture, University of Manchester. The 
long and suceessful work done in_ these 
schools has had a great influence on the de- 
velopment of architectural education through- 
out the country. 


Since 1926 the Council] have made grants 
for the provision of additional studio text- 
books for use by students, totalling £300. 
The Council have decided this year, for 
reasons of economy, not to make any grants. 

The Schools Committee are holding discus- 
sions on the important subject of ‘‘ Schools of 
Architecture : Reorganisation of Courses.” A 
special sub-committee, under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. R. A. Cordingley, has been 
appointed to explore the position. —° 

The Board of Architectural Education 54s 
called the Council’s attention to the fact that 
at the present time pupils are being taken 
into the offices of architects who have very 
little work in hand. The Council are taking 
steps to restrict activities of this nature © 
the part of members of the R.I.B.A. and ‘ts 
allied societies. The Council also urge t'¢ 
desirability of not accepting pupils who do 
not possess the educational qualifications r°- 
quired for Probationership of the R.I.B.A

The Art Standing Committee.—The Art 
Standing Committee considered several 
aspects of the regulations governing the 
award of R.I.B.A. architecture medals, A 
suggestion to restrict the award of the 
London Architecture Medal to buildings 
erected more than three years before the 
award was not acted upon, the Committee 
feeling that to honour a building while it 
was still in the public eye was in keeping 
with the spirit of the award. The difficul- 
ties that have arisen where buildings by 
members of the jury were nominated for 
adjudication have been met by a ruling that 
buildings by members of the jury are not 
eligible during these members’ years of office. 
Such buildings would be automatically nomi- 
nated for the award for the following year. 
A suggestion that the R.I.B.A. should accept 
responsibility for the award of R.I.B.A. 
architecture medals in the areas of allied 
societies was considered but not adopted. A 
suggestion from the Devon and Cornwall 
Architectural Society that the rules should 
be altered to allow buildings standing in their 
own grounds to be eligible for the award was 
adopted, and it was recommended to the 
Council that other allied societies should be 
allowed the same freedom. ‘The Committee 
recommend that the first of a series of annual 
exhibitions of the ‘‘Architecture of the Year’’ 
be held in the spring or early summer of 
1934, and that these exhibitions should be 
international in scope, so as to afford a clear 
indication of modern tendencies in design 
and construction. Arrangements are being 
made to hold an exhibition of members’ 
sketches in the Institute Galleries on a date 
in May. It is intended that the works shall 
be on sale to the public and that 25 per cent. 
of the sale money shall be given to the Archi- 
tects’ Unemployment Fund. 


The Practice Standing Committee.—The 
fees of specialists and consultants have been 
considered by the Committee at the request 
of the Council on a reference from the Special 
Committee on the Scale of Charges. The 
Committee informed the Council that they 
approved the principle that the fee of 6 per 
cent. should cover the cost of consulting en- 
gineers’ services in buildings costing not less 
than £25,000, except in special cases. 

Difficulties have occurred in the interpre- 
tation of the words ‘‘estate agency.”’ It 
appears, from inquiries the Committee have 
made from professional institutions, that the 
words include all forms of property dealing, 
and therefore clause 11 of the Code is not 
wide enough to cover the case of a member 
who calls Fimeclf an estate agent and carries 
on the business of house agency and auction- 
ing under the one title. The Committee are 
considering the best means of dealing with 
the difficulty. 
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The Committee have had their attention 
drawn to circulars issued by tradesmen and 
others offering commission to architects for 
the introduction of business. The firms in 
question have been communicated with and 
have been asked to cease sending such com- 
munications to architects. The Committee 
gave careful consideration to the correspon- 
dence which took place in some of the archi- 
tectural papers on the alleged acceptance of 
discounts and commissions by architects, and 
at the request of the Executive Committee of 
the Council, the chairman addressed a letter 
to The Builder stating the attitude of the 
R.I.B.A. in this matter. This letter was 
published in The Builder of October 14, 1932, 
and copies have been sent to every member 
of the R.1.B.A. with a covering letter from 
the President. 

Architects’ Unemployment Committee.— 
During the past year, £4,116 10s. 6d. has 
been received in donations (of which £500 
was a grant from the Council of the 
R.I.B.A.), and £3,039 2s. 4d. was received 
in subscriptions, making a total of £7,155 
12s. 10d. Of this total, £5,407 13s. 3d. has 
been paid out in allowances, and £68 17s. 2d. 
has been refunded to the Royal Incorporation 
of Architects in Scotland and the Birming- 
ham Architectural Association, who are or- 
ganising schemes of relief in their respective 
areas. At the close of the year a balance of 
£1,663 4s. 7d. (or barely enough to pay for 
three months’ work) stood to the credit of 
the fund, which is continuing its activities, as 
the emergency shows little signs of passing 
away. The total number of architects em- 
ployed under the scheme amounts to ¥0. The 
greatest number working at the same time for 
the London Society was 54. The two out- 
standing features of the scheme are, first, 
that it should provide primarily for those in 
receipt of salaries above the limit prescribed 
in the National Insurance Scheme; and 
second, that three days’ work should be 
given by every man in return for a weekly 
allowance of £2, special grants being made to 
those with children under the age of 15 years. 
The men are insured under the National In- 
surance Scheme, and at the end of six months 
are expected to draw three days’ unemploy- 
ment benefit, the allowance being then auto- 
matically reduced to Ws. 

The Competitions Committee.—A statement 
setting forth the views and position of the 
Committee in regard to the Southwark Muni- 
cipal Buildings competition was drawn up 
and published in November last. The Com- 
mittee are giving careful consideration to the 
possibility of taking steps to prevent a recur- 
rence of the unfortunate position that arose 
in connection with this competition, and the 
whole of the facts have been passed on to the 
sub-committee appointed to consider the work- 
ing of the competition system.

The London Building Act Committee.- 
Over a period of years the Institute has 
represented to the London County Council 
the need for amendment of the regulations 
controlling the erection of large commercial 
buildings. The practice of the Council, until 
last July, was to limit the height of these 
buildings to 80 ft., without the two steries in 
the roof permitted for all other buildings. 
This practice caused much annoyance to the 
building public, as it handicapped the develop- 
ment of business premises and was unknown 
outside of London, The restriction was re- 
moved last July, when the subject received 
considerable notice in the Press, and the work 
done in this connection by the Institute was 
favourably recognised. The Committee have 
now completed all that may be done to secure 
that the L.C.C. Committee engaged on the 
revision of the Building Act have the con 
sidered and detailed views of the Institute. 


Slum Clearance Committee.—Since the in- 
terim report was presented, the Committee 
have received a valuable report from Mr. A. 
Llewellyn Smith on conditions in the East 
End, and the capcity of the slum-dweller to 
pay rent. This report has been carefully con- 
sidered by the Committee, and their conclu 
sions will in due course be emtbodied in their 
recommendations. The Committee are now 
considering a report from Mr, Minton Taylor 
on the fanadial aspect of the provision of 
different types of accommodation, and a com 
parison ef this with Mr. Llewellyn Smith's 
report will lead to further conclusions as to 
the probable deficiency that will have to be 
made up and the measures necessary in this 
direction. 

Finance and House Committee.—Notwith- 
standing the long period of universal depres 
sion, culminating in this country with the 
Government’s economy campaign and the dis 
astrous effect its unthinking ogre has 
had upon the building and allied industries, it 
is gratifying to refer to the statement of ac 
counts prepared by the Institute accountants 
for the year ended December 31 last, which 
shows a surplus of income over expenditure 
amounting to £1,162 1s. 3d., as compared with 
£1,319 11s. 7d. for the previous year. 


World Power Conference. 

Mr. Alan Chorlton, C.B.E., M.P. (President 
of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers), 
and Dr. F. 8S. Sinnatt, M.B.E. (Director of 
Fuel Research), have been appointed by the 
Prime Minister to represent H.M. Govern- 
ment as official delegates at the sectional meet- 
ing of the World Power Conference to be held 
in Sweden, Denmark and Norway between 
June 26 and July 8, 1933.

The 
old-time, local traditions of the building 
craft will be faithfully observed.

These buildings, which are now in course 
of erection at Siethemehed. are being car- 
ried out in local facing bricks in varying 
tones of reds and warm Frey, with stone 
dressings and tiled roofs. e oo build- 
ing contractors are Messrs. Walter Lawrence 
and Son, Ltd., of London.

This house, which is now being built, 
stands high im a fine position overlooking 
the Willingdon Golf Links, and is partly in a 
wood, a portion of which had to be cleared 
away to form terraces and gardens, etc. 
The house is of brick, with a grey pipe tile 
roof, and though fairly large, is treated in 
a simple and broad manner. 

The architect is Mr. E. Guy Dawber, 
A.R.A., P.P.R.1.B.A., and the contractors 
are Messrs. G. FE. Wallis and Sons, of Maid- 
stone. 


New Central Library, Birkenhead. 

This library is to occupy a site off 
Borough-road, at the foot of Raffles-road, 
and will form one of a series of buildings 
which include a commercial college and a 
central school, the whole of the buildings to 
cost about £200.000. The library itself will 
cost about £40,000,-and will provide accom- 
modation for a large lending library, maga- 
zine room, reference library and a lecture 
room. The design was placed first in a 
competition held in 1931, Mr. Andrew N. 
Prentice, F.R.I.B.A., being the assessor. 
The contractors are Messrs. E. B. J. Gould, 
Ltd., of Ellesmere Port, Cheshire. 

Messrs. Gray. Evans and Crossley, 
A.R.LB.A., of Liverpool, are the architects. 


Abbey Flats, Abbey-road, St. John’s Wood. 

This building is now in course of erection 
for Messrs. Abbey Flats, Ltd. Messrs. Ford 
and Walton, Ltd., are the eral contractors. 

Messrs. Maurice E. W. and H. A. Daw. 
son, F, and A.R.LB.A., are the architects. 
Inwoods House, Rugby, 

This house is situated in a commanding 
— with an uninterrupted view of some 
fifty miles on its ———— Sneipal in building 
is so arranged that princi iving-room 
and study have a soughern aspect. an hones 
consists of three main living-rooms on the 
ground floor, with the usual offices and ser- 
vants’ hall. A cloakroom is included to 
accommodate hunting kit. There are three 
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principal bedrooms on the first floor, with two 
dressing-rooms and two bathrooms. In addi- 
tion to these, four servants’ bedrooms are pro 
vided over the kitchen, while a secondary 
staircase is included. The building is bein 
carried out in a hand-made facing brick an 
roofed with an interlocking Bridgewater tile.

Proposed Additions to the Ashmolean 
Museum, Oxford. 


This drawing illustrates a scheme for ex- 
tending the Museum westwards, lengthenin 
the existing frontage to Beaumont-street, an 
returning with a new facade to St. John- 
street. "te shows the Museum itself increased 
by additional sculpture and picture galleries 
in circulation with those already existing, 
with a new west staircase balancing the exist- 
ing staircase at the east end. In addition, 
the plan provides for three libraries with 
study cubicles, two lecture rooms, a new 
Ruskin school of drawing, and an institute for 
research studies. A start is to be made with 
one new sculpture gallery and one picture 
gallery over. 

Messrs. Stanley Hall and Easton and 
Robertson, FF.R.I.B.A., are the architects. 


** Beach House,’’ Brixham. 


** Beach House ”’ is the reconstruction of an 
old house, the name of which has been 
retained. The new building is for use as a 
café. It has a frontage of 20 ft., facing the 
harbour, and extends to a depth of 60 ft. 
The ground floor consists of a shop and lava- 
tory accommodation. The first floor is taken 
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up by a large tearoom and café service, with 
kitchens and living accommodation on the 
second floor. The building generally has 
been designed to harmonise with the general 
atmosphere of the —. facing the har- 
bour. The exterior is finished in ivory. 
coloured cement, with a slightly darker shade 
of buff paint to large sash windows. The roof 
is covered with grey Delabole slates. The bay 
is slate hung with grey Delabole ‘‘Pegzies,” 
and roofed with lead.

The glazing and window frames are 
being made by Messrs. Pearse, Ltd., and the 
heating is the McClary pipeless system, car- 
ried out by Messrs. Chase and Co.

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NEW PUBLIC WORKS

ings. Apart from the question of financial 
economy, many interesting methods of con- 
struction were examined, ey that 
adopted in the building of the reinforced 
concrete silo in which a system of continu- 
ously moving shuttering was used, the work- 


men keeping pace with this in placing the 
concrete with its steel reinforcement. By 
means of this system a height of 100 ft. was 
carried out in 164 days. At the close of the 
visit Mr. Perey Thomas expressed the thanks 
of the party. 


THE THIRTY-TWO CLUB. 

A public utility organisation to solve the 
housing problem was advocated by Sir 
Raymond Unwin, President of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, at a recent 
luncheon given by the Thirty-two Club in 
London, He said that in spite of all the efforts 
which some local authorities had made, he did 
not know of any town in the country which 
could say that it had solved its housing 
problem. The new organisation would not 
work in opposition but in thorough co-opera- 
tion with the local authorities, who should be 
given first chance and choice of building 
nouses. But let it at least have an alterna- 
tive organisation to them. It was his belief 
that a public rere | organisation would be 
better able to handle the problem than any 
other. body. The fact was that small houses 
ought not to be owned at all by small owners, 
who were quite unable to manage them 
adequately. Such an organisation could set 
up @ central board, and possibly they would 
find it necessary to have ional boards as 
well as local organisations. It was even more 
necessary than a modicum of education that 
there should be a good standard of decency 
in housing. We had any amount of money 
waiting to be invested. Money so invested 
would be a revenue-earning asset which would 
add enormously to the income of the com- 
munity in the next 60 years. The building 
industry was iy and willing to co- 
operate with such a body to see that the 
houses were produced properly. The proposed 
organisation would want all the powers that 
local authorities possessed, and the right, if 
necessary, to buy land compulsorily. Such an 
organisation, he believed, could solve the 
housing problem completely within 10 years.

essentials; schemes should not be compli- 
po with provisions which might not be 
really necessary for a yet, and, so 
far as compatible with the meed for prevent- 
ing abuses and future difficulties, measures 
for guiding development should not be finally 
ea oa made operative until the time 
for the development draws near. Powers 
were given by the Act to make supplemen- 
tary schemes and suppiemen orders to 
fit details into the framework of an original 
scheme. It was the details of development, 
far more than the broad framework, that 
were subject to change, and fhis ure 
of filling in the compartments of the frame 
as circumstances required rendered adapta- 
bility easier. The same purpose was also 
served by making the provisions of schemes 
as reasonably elastic as was practicable. 


General Development Orders. 
A novel provision of the Act, of first im- 
ce, was contained in sections 15 and 
16. In some places in this country develop- 
ment had taken place in recent years which 
was lamentable in this twentieth century. 
In one such case the authority which ulti- 
mately became responsible for the area foand 
no way of overcoming the trouble except by 
dealing with areas as slums—and most of the 
development had taken place since the end 
of the War. In another case, not so very 
far from the metropolis, he was told that in 
bad winter weather goods could be delivered 
to houses only in a punt dragged along the 
mud, such were the deplorable conditions. 
It was not only that development of that 
kind offended public decency, but sooner or 
later it probably threw an unfair charge on 
the public authority, that was, an unfair 
charge on the pockets of the general rate- 
dog of the district, for authorities had no 
airy gold. ‘This was wasteful of public and 
private resources. The powers of the sections 
to which he had referred were designed to 
prevent, evils of that kind and to secure more 
orderly development and conservation of 
public funds, 


Rural Amenities. 


One leading object of the new Act was to 
facilitate measures for preserving rural ameni- 
ties. The Act provided means by which that 
sentiment could be crystallised into practice. 
In many places, little required to be doné to 
secure the desired end, but it was sometitmes 
difficult to have that little done. What was 
needed now, even more than general propa- 
ganda, though that was still useful, were 
definite suggestions how amenities might be 
preserved ; and that could often be achieved, 
not only without detriment to private owners, 
but to their advantage. The prevention of 
wasteful scattered velopment, including 
thoughtless ribbon development, the proper 
siting of grouped development, the saving of 
objects of natural beauty, the undertaking of 
improvements, whether public or private, so as 
in largest measure to fit in with them—these 
were matters which usually should not be 
difficult to attain, given thought, initiative 
and ¢ . In the circular it is suggested 
that : “‘ The powers (those relating to design 
and external appearance) should be used for 
preventing what may reasonably be regarded 
as ‘ outrages,’ buildings out of keeping with 
their surroundings and an offence to the 
neighbourhood.”’ 


Compensation and Betterment. 

The provisions in the new Act relating to 
compensation were substantially the same as 
in the old. There were additional safeguards, 
in particular those relating to existing build- 
ings, providing, as he believed would be 
admitted, a bulwark against unfair action. 
Some additional matters might be excluded 
from compensation, but, here agan, strictly 
within the limits of fairness.

The circular expressed the opinion tha: 
“ broadly, the measure in which a scheme 1s 
good is also the measure in which questions 
of compensation are removed, except where 
land is reserved or acquired for public pur- 
poses,”’ through consultation with owners and 
a reasonable spirit of give and take. 

The provisions as to betterment had been 
radically changed. The principle underlying 
the change was that betterment was not to be 
claimed until realised. 

Section 25 of the Act contains a provision 
which was of particular interest to the Insti 
tution. Provisions could be inserted in 
schemes enabling an authority to acquire land 
held in such plots as to render it impracticable 
to secure satisfactory development of the land, 
because the plots were of inconvenient size 
or shape, or the arrangement or alignment 
was inconvenient, or because of the multi- 
plicity of interests. Members of the Institu- 
tion were familiar with the fact that, especi- 
ally in the inner parts of old towns, the most 
profitable redevelopment might not be possible 
without merging small plots into one owner. 
ship, and that the value of the land as one 
whole might greatly exceed the sum total of 
the value of the individual plots. The difti- 
culty could not always be overcome by volun- 
tary means. Measures had been tried in other 
countries, notably the Lex Adickes and similar 
measures in Germany, the purpose of which 
was tu merge the several ownerships, with a 
subsequent reallocation of the land among the 
owners; but the measures had been more 
praised on paper than successful in practice. 
The provision of the new Act afforded a 
simpler and more effective: solution. 


Time Limits 


The Act set out definite time limits, broadly 
three years from the date on which a resolution 
became effective to the date on which a 
scheme was submitted to the Minister, unless 
for special reasons extended time was allowed. 
A limit of time had this advantage, that the 
authority were set a definite goal and were 
more likely to resist the temptation to shelve 
difficulties. But special measures would have 
to be taken to comply with the limits. 


Interim Development. 


The position in the matter of interim de- 
velopment (that was, development betweer 
the date of the effective resolution and the 
date of the operative scheme) was substanti- 
ally the same under the new Act as under 
the old, with some extensions and some 
additional safeguards for owners; in particu- 
lar, again, special safeguards for owners of 
existing buildings. It was to be noted that 
under the new Act interim control extended 
to development of land though no buildings 
were erected. Applications were to be 
deemed to have been granted if not decided 
within two months, unless extended time was 
agreed. Authorities were entitled to make a 
contribution, where warranted, towards 
damage or expense when an application was 
refused or granted subject to conditions 
Reasons for refusal or for imposing conditions 
had to be stated in writing; a useful check. 
if sometimes embarrassing, and a practice 
long adopted by the Ministry in deciding 
appeals. 

The success of the Act would depend upor 
the spirit and the intelligence with which its 
powers were exercised. Far too much wast: 
took place to-day, not just public waste but 
still more private waste, and waste not onl, 
of pounds, shillings and pence, but of huma:

(Eng.), M.Inst.C.E., F.S.1., Borough Engineer 
and Surveyor, Dover, at a sessional meetin 
held at Dover on April 21. The lecturer sai 
he was often surprised to find how many 
people regarded building by-laws. They 
seemed to think of them in the light of a 
complete building specification and the build- 
ing inspector or assistant as a clerk of works, 
whose duty it was to see and approve for 
them all materials and workmanship employed 
and give an implied or even written guarantee 
that the building was perfect in every way, 
and that if anything went wrong afterwards 
it should have been discovered at the time. 
In other words, to take all responsibility. It 
was not unknown for a prospective building 
owner to persuade some clerk or schoolboy 
to make a copy of a borrowed plan, and after 
much difficulty in adapting it and obtaining 
the local authorities’ approval, to pass it on 
to an alleged builder, and to trust to his being 
properly served by relying entirely on the 
local building inspector. Anyone familiar 
with building knew that no one could guaran- 
tee any building unless some properly ex- 
perienced person had adequately supervised 
its erection. Many building inspectors could 
only visit a building, say, at weekly or even 
greater intervals, and it was quite impossible 
under these conditions to see what was hap- 
pening, for example, in the way of mortar 
and concrete-mixing, workmanship and other 
matters, between the visits. Few towns could 
afford the staff necessary to do what some 
people expected in the way of inspection. 


Steelwork and Reinforced Concrete. 


He had recently seen it stated that local 
authorities were to be held responsible for 
the safety design of steelwork and reinforced 
concrete buildings. In practice this might 
probably end in their officers designing many 
of the jobs, as few building applicants under- 
stood the calculations. In the event of a 
disaster it would be interesting to know the 
position of the local authority. Under what 
code and regulations were such designs to be 
calculated and approved, and to what extent, 
for example, should a local authority super- 
vise the erection of a reinforced concrete 
building where, as they all knew, trained 
mspection was needed the whole time and 
was vital? If greater responsibility was in- 
tended im any direction, he thought the 
extent should «a clearly laid down, and ade- 
quate and definite guidance given, so that 
officers knew precisely where they stood. It 
would also seem fair that the central 
authority should see that the remuneration 
of such highly-skilled services had some 
reasonable relationship to the responsibility. 

By-laws only lay down certain lines or 
principles of action. They did not describe, 
except in a few cases, definite qualities of 
materials. To say that a thing must be 
** good,”’ ‘* sufficient,’’ ‘‘ suitable,’’ or ‘‘ ade- 
quate ’’ might have a very wide interpreta- 
tion. After all, by-laws were not specifica- 
tions. 


Plans for Conversion Work. 


Another difficulty was that of the conver- 
sion of dwelling-houses into flats. Strictly 
they were ‘‘new”’ buildings, and as such 
plans and applications could be insisted 
upon by the local authority. In many cases 
the structural alterations were of a minor 
order, and to require complete plans on 
tracing-cloth m ink might be a serious addi- 
tional expense to the owner, as it might vir- 
tually mean measuring up the whole property 
and making fresh plans, as the original draw- 
ings were often not in his possession or even 
in existence. In the case of a large property 


this might be a very serious business indeed, 
where the owner had little money to spare, 
and to insist would in some cases deter him 
from proceeding with his project—an advan- 
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tage, some might say, although to him it 
was legitimate enough. Up to the present 
tame, they in Dover had not insisted on plans 
where there were no external structural 
alterations, the sanitary inspectors keeping 
an eye on the work and approving the sani- 
tary fittings. 

In an experience of by-laws extending over 
some thirty years, he had observed that dif- 
ferent localities and towns had different con- 
ditions and standards in regard to the 
craftsmanship of building. To apply sad- 
denly the practice of towns where the 
building standard was high to others where, 
perhaps for decades, a lower standard had 
been accepted without any appazent detri- 
ment, would almost provoke a local revolu- 
tion. This applied particularly to poor 
districts where wage rates were low and pro- 
perty must not be overburdened, so that 
rents could be as small as possible. Such 
cases were very different from, say, a high 
class residential London suburb where money 
was not so scarce. The most reasonable 
course, it seemed to him, was to proceed 
slowly, and gradually raise low standafds to 
higher by education and persuasion. 


Value of Oraftsmanship. 


Many infringements of by-laws did not arise 
by design but from ignorance and careless- 
ness, and many of the younger workmen had 
not had the advantage of a long apprentice- 
ship to the trade of which they were supposed 
to be craftsmen. Most of the older crafts- 
men trained under the old apprenticeship 
system had an ingrained pride and skill in 
their work, which was often missing in the 
inadequately-trained newer type of man. 
Quality of workmanship had a very definite 
relationship to by-law administration, since a 
properly-skilled and conscientious craftsman 
ought, and was likely, to make a good job 
of whatever he-did. In the lecturer’s view, 
the falling into disuse of the old apprentive- 
ship system was having serious effects in the 
building industry, which would be more 
serious still when the remnant of the older 
men fell out. 

With regard to contracts and specifications, 
he had always inclined to the view that too 
much attention, skill and care could not be 
riven to the preparation of drawings, speci- 
fications and contract documents, and that. 
whenever a defect was found in any one of 
them, it should be rectified in the next con- 
tract. When prices were at the peak, it was 
thought that they could be reduced by leav- 
ing more to the contractor and taking advan- 
tage of his experience. Specifications became 
looser and vaguer, the quality of work 
dropped, and although the idea appeared 
happy in theory, it was not altogether suc- 
cessful in practice. The inferior quality of so 
many materials during the peak period had 
left its mark. and he found it necessary that 
every protection should be provided in eon- 
tract documents. 


Discretion in Administration. 


His personal view was that by-laws and 
regulations should be carried out where 
reasonably possible, but tolerance and discre- 
tion should be exercised. This was where 
danger might arise. He had known councils 
definitely ignore by-laws and nothing happen, 
but an officer, without protection—as many 
were—was in rather a different position. To 
brine every little trouble before a committee 
would soon clog the municipal machine to 
the detriment of more important matters, and 
would in a short time exasperate most of the 
members, besides unduly increase the over- 
head charges for the service. He thought there 
should be no undue fixity about by-laws or 
regulations. and they could with advantage 
be more definite in certain directions. On 
the other hand. to keep altering regulations 
cost money and was much disliked by the 
public. 

If by-laws were too loose, they were 
frequently the cause of embittered disputes 
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on matters of technical opinion, and they all 
liked to avoid the magistrates’ courts if pos- 
sible. The legal view, he t, would 
insist that by-laws and tions should be 
observed and that the administrative body 
had no power to vary or ignore them. From 
this there arose the important point whether 
by-laws or regulations should be pressed 
beyond their legal limit, even if a icular 
practice might be undesirable, e.g., the 
acceptance of second-quality drain pipes for 
soil drains, or rain-water piping for ventilat- 
ing pipes, assuming they were legal. To him 
the ultimate test in the law courts was not 
very satisfying, even if successful, and should 
be avoided if possible. 


Code of Materials and Workmanship Needed. 


The Government had a department called 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, paid for out of public funds. Could 
not the Building Section, who were constantly 
testing, investigating and reporting on various 
building materials and problems, draw up a 
code of materials and workmanship which 
could be referred to as minimum standards for 
acceptance or guidance in by-law administra- 
tion? It could frame rules for the design 
of steel and reinforced buildings suitable for 
application to building applications; lay down 
practical methods of ventilation; indicate 
materials to comply with the various degrees 
of incombustibility, and exemplify many other 
things which would simplify matters a great 
deal by giving definite standards and leads 
and so dispel any ambiguity or indefiniteness 
in by-law wording. 


“MODERN MINERAL 
TRANSPORT ” 


A memorandum on ‘Modern Mineral 
Transport,”’ pare by the Rolling Stock 
Committee of the Steel Industry, has just 
been issued by the British Steelwork Asso- 
ciation to the Minister of Transport, Mem- 
bers of Parliament, railway companies, 
wagon owners, etc. A meeting was held 
recently at the Association’s offices, when 
representatives of the Press met the Presi- 
dent of the Association and Chairman of the 
Committee, Mr. Ben Walmsley, C.B.E. 

Mr. A. F. Webber, in the course of a 
statement, said a determined attempt to 
bring about an improvement in the mineral 
rolling stock of this country was made in the 
memorandum referred to. This memorandum 
outlined clearly and dispassionately the 
chaotic conditions which perpetuated primi- 
tive methods of transport for our greatest 
export commodity, coal. The Great Western . 
Railway, realising the advantage of operating 
with modern wagons, had offered a 5 per 
cent. freight rebate (in addition to appreci- 
able concessions in dock charges) for coal 
carried in trains made up of 20-ton units, and 
had recently purchased 5,000 all-metal 20-ton 
wagons for the use of colliery companies on 
their system. The general adoption of a 
scheme of this nature by all the railway com- 
panies would do much to p mineral 
transport in this country on the same efficient 
footing as that existing in foreign countries. 
Moreover, the benefits to be obtained from 
building such wagons in this country from 
all-British material (iron and steel, etc.), in- 
stead of using imported foreign timber, would 
be manifest, and the resulting stimulus to 
British trade would reflect favourably on rail- 
way traffic receipts. Employment would be 
increased, and the final result would be of 
permanent economic advantage to the 
country. 


The Committee on Housing. 


The Departmental Committee on Housing 
which was recently set up by the Minister of 
Health met on Friday last under the chair- 
manship of Lord Moyne and took evidence 
from Mr. Rees and Mr. Nicholson; and also 
from Dr. N. McFadyen and Mr. A. T. Pike, 
representing the Garden Cities and Town 
Planning Association.

ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1932. 

THE rt for the year 1932 of the 
National Physical Laboratory, Teddington, 
has now been issued.* From it we take the 
following points :— : 

The Executive Committee.—The Executive 
Committee express their great appreciation 
of the work of Sir Richard Glazebrook, 
K.C.B., F.R.S., who retired from the com- 
mittee at the end of 1932, after acting as 
chairman for seven years. The Council of 
the Royal Society have appointed the Rt. 
Hon. Lord Rayleigh, F.R.S., as chairman of 
the committee. : 

New Buildings.—The new acoustical labora- 
tories, the construction of which was begun 
in 1931, are nearing completion. The main 
experimental rooms are all isolated struc- 
tures, standing on cork pads inside the shell 
of the main building. The cork serves to 
suppress the communication of sound from 
one part of the building to another. The plan 
of the rooms is i lar and the cites 
slants at an angle to the floor, so that sound 
impinging on one wall cannot be continually 
re to and fro between that wall and 
the opposite one. 

Humidity Measurements.—The measure- 
ment and control of moisture in the air are 
rapidly wing in importance in many in- 
da Sonne and weaving sheds are 
no longer restricted to localities where the 
climate is suitable, since plant is procurable 
to control the humidity in any building. 
Timber seasoning is now usually conducted 
in special kilns instead of in the open air, 
whilst in the conveyance and transport of 
frozen meat, the humidity must be carefully 
controlled if the food is to arrive in the best 
condition. One of the familiar instruments 
for measuring atmospheric humidity is the 
wet and dry bulb hygrometer, and the 
growth of interest in this subject is reflected 
in an investigation recently completed at the 
Laboratory, whereby tables have been pro- 
vided enabling this instrument to be used 
between 40 deg. C. and 100 deg. C. (the boil- 
ing point of water). These tables have 
already been adopted in industry. 

Evaporation from Wet Surfaces.—Evapora- 
tion is utilised in practically every drying 
process used in industry, and is incidentally 
one of the factors which determine the 
weather. No exact information is available 
as to the degree of dependence of evapora- 
tion from a wet surface on the temperature 
of the water and on the temperature and 
velocity of the air passing over it. Work 
is now in hand to study this question syste- 
matically, with due regard to the fundamental 
theory. 

Sound Transmission and Absorption.—The 
acoustics staff has for some years been study- 
ing the transmission of sound through panels 
of various materials, and attention has now 
been turned to panels consisting of two layers 
of solid material with an air space between 
them. In the case where the solid material 
is window glass, it appears from these inves- 
tigations that the thickness of the air space 
is of some importance, and that the provision 
of a wider space may, at certain frequencies, 
actually increase the sound transmitted. 

Acoustic Properties of Buildings.—It is 
well known that a considerable fraction of 
the sound from one part of a building which 
reaches the inhabitants of another 
travels not through the air but through the 
structure itself. The particular characteris- 
tics of steel-framed buildings in this respect 
are now under investigation. Work has been 
continued in connection with the acoustics of 
the League of Nations Assembly Hall, and 
has reached the stage where the sound- 
absorbing properties of the interior surfaces 
and the equipment of the hall, ¢.g., wall 
absorbents, upholstered chairs, carpets, cur- 
tains, etc. have been the subject of: experi- 
ment at the Laboratory. 

Colorimetry.—The work on colorimetric 
standardisation carried out at the Laboratory 
continues to acquire increasing importance

Design and Standardisation of Lifting- 
Gear Components.—A Committee of the 
British Standards Institution is preparing 
standard specifications for many components 
of lifting gear. Practice in this branch of 
engineering has up to the present been ex- 
tremely varied, and although most of the 
components in use are perfectly safe, many 
are far heavier than necessary, whilst very 
few have been designed to develop any par- 
ticular stress. In the specifications now 
being prepared, a complete range of compo- 
nents, includi chains, rings, — and 
joining links of various t signed at 
the taka, are nell “ 

Causes of Failure of Lifting Gear.—This 
work, which has been carried out at the re- 
quest of the Home Office in the interests of 
public safety, has been continued and ex- 
tended during the year. The previous inves- 
tigation of the cause of failure of wrought- 
iron chains showed that the primary cause 
was embrittlement of the surface of the chain 
links due to the impacts suffered in service. 
The question as to whether a similar effect 
exists in steel fittings, such as hooks, 
shackles and rings attached to wrought-iron 
chain, is being investigated. In wrought 
iron, the embrittlement so produced can be 
removed by suitable heat treatment. Such 
treatment may, however, be deleterious to 
chains in which the length must remain con- 
stant, e.g., in what are known as “pitch” 
or calibrated chains which run over sprocket 
wheels. An investigation in progress on this 
subject is indicating that whilst heat treat- 
ment of such chains is inadvisable, the run- 
ning conditions under which these chains are 
used do not normally cause surface embrittle- 
ment. The effect of heat treatment on fittings 
containing screw threads is also being deter- 
mined. Rapectnontes on the resistance of 
lifting gear components to repeated loading 
are also in progress. 

Application of Electric Welding to Build- 
ings and Structures.—In recent years the 
possibility of employing electrically welded 
joints in steel-framed buildings in place of 
riveted joints has received consideration. 
The cost of congtruction would thereby be 
reduced and the noise of riveting would be 
eliminated. The committee which is examin- 
ing this problem has authorised the Labora- 
tory to carry out an extensive series of tests 
on welds made by a large number of welders 
so that direct information will be available 
on the general reliability of electric welding 
as applied to structures. The work also in- 
cludes tests on samples prepared by different 
electrode manufacturers as being representa- 
tive of the electrodes they can supply for 
structural steelwork. A series of fatigue 
tests on weld metal and welded joints is also 
giving useful information. 

Cracking of Boiler Plates.—In the further 
pursuance of research into the causes of 
failure of boiler plates in practice, attention 
has been given to the action of alkaline solu- 
tions under high pressure on steel ; accumula- 
tions of caustic soda frequently occur in 
boilers under certain conditions of working. 
In order to study this effect a special appa- 
ratus has been constructed in which speci- 
mens of boiler plate can be kept under stress 
while exposed to the action of caustic soda 
solution at boiler temperatures in a high- 
pressure vessel. The apparatus is automatic, 
so that the temperature and pressure are 


controlled whilst the stress on the specimen 
is kept constant, and its failure is indicated 
externally. The whole of the loading app!:- 
ances are inside the high-pressure vessel.

MINOR PROBLEMS OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR—XIX 


By A BUILDING SURVEYOR. 


SUPPLEMENTARY HOT-WATER 
FITTINGS (Continued). 


In the choice of a supplementary hot-water 
fitting, not only first cost and cost of fixing, 
but capacity and running costs require con- 
sideration. Manufacturers’ ratings of the 
capacity of their fittings are reliable, but in 
every-day practice there is always a neces- 
sity for marginal allowance because these 
ratings only hold good where the apparatus 
is skilfully installed and properly handled 
afterwards. In reading these ratings as set 
down in the lists or catalogues, it should be 
remembered that the letters B.T.U. are 
often used to express British Thermal Units 
where B.Th.U. had much better be em- 
ployed. 

British Thermal Unit.—A B.Th.U. is a 
measurement of heat on which all other 
measurements are based. It is that amount 
of heat which under standard conditions 
would raise 1 lb. of water 1 deg. F. Conse- 
quently, as one gallon of water weighs under 
these conditions 10}b., to raise 100 gallons 
through 100 deg. would require 100,000 
B.Th.U. (10 x 100 x 100). 


Therm.—A therm, as applied to the con- 
sumption of gas, is a measurement of heat, 
and is equal to 100,000 B.Th.U., and could 
the heat developed by a therm of gas be 
entirely transferred to water it would raise 
100 gallons through 100 degrees. Few manu 
facturers of fittings would, however, claim 
for them an ability to transfer more than 
90 per cent. of the heat developed. Conse- 
quently, one therm of gas for the purpose of 
arriving at fuel costs may be calculated to 
raise under the best conditions 90 gallons of 
water through 100 degrees. 


Board of Trade Unit.—As a measurement 
of electricty, this is calculated to do the 
work of 3,400 B.Th.U., and in the immer- 
sion type of heater is rated at 100 per cent. 
efficiency. Consequently, if we give it the 
same amount of water as we have given the 
therm of gas (90 gallons through 100 de- 
grees), we should use up just under 26} elec- 
trical units— 

90 x 100 x 10 
( 5408 ) 26 - 470. 

Various other considerations, which need 
not be entered into here, bring the costs in 
practice much closer together, and the main 
purpose of setting out these calculations is 
to warn inexperienced readers against some 
of the overstatements in publicity matter 
that may cause disappointment to clients 
when called upon to pay bills for fuel in 
excess of expectation. 


Electrical Immersion Heaters. 


The rough sketches appearing below are 
merely diagrams, and do not illustrate con- 
structional details. The electrical immersion 
heater has of late years gained greatly in 
general favour, especially when used as a 
supplementary fitting assisting a range boiler. 
It is claimed to be 100 per cent. efficient, 
but though it is true that all the heat 
generated is transferred to the water in which 





it is immersed, it by no means follows that 
it will all be available at the taps. Conse- 
quently, though for the sake of simplicity 
none of the diagrams show the cylinders to 
be lagged, all of them should be so treated 
in the best manner to minimise heat losses. 
The higher the cost of the fuel used in pro- 
portion to the heat generated the greater the 
need for precaution. There are various pat- 
terns of immersion heaters, cheap, reliable, 
thoroughly efficient, and readily controlled 
automatically. To fit them to an existing 
cylinder is a simple matter, for little is re- 
quired beyond cutting the necessary holes 
with a special tool supplied by the makers 
at a low cost, and sweating on the ring seat- 
ing. 

Diagram A shows the usual method of 
entering the heater, which may or may not 
be thermostatically controlled, according to 
individual circumstances. In this diagram, 
the shorter apparatus represents the metal 
rod of the thermostat which, as it lengthens 
and shortens under the influence of vary- 
ing quantities of heat, tilts a quantity of 
mercury lying in the cased cap, and thus 
makes and breaks contact with the electrical 
terminals, and so automatically permits or 
refuses passage to the current. Simply de- 
scribed, it is an automatic switch. Thus 
entered, the heater may be said to serve 
general rather than special purposes, for it 
dips deeply into the water. No water lying 
beyond the reach of the heater is, however, 
affected, and if the range boiler is not in use 
the water below will remain cold. Dia- 
gram B shows another method of entering 
a somewhat shorter heater, affecting a smaller 
volume of water, though not necessarily 
generating less heat, for the amount of heat 
that can raised is dependent on the form 
of the ‘‘element’’ rather than on mere 
length, and on some other matters that we 
need not stop to consider. 

In Diagram © the heater is entered for 
special duty. It will maintain at the top 
of the cylinder a comparatively small quan- 
tity of hot water. The thermostat might 
in this case be regulated so as not to shut 
down until really hot water could be drawn 
for dish-washing or other special purposes. 
With heaters fixed as at Diagram D, any 
or every ordinary emergency can be met. 
With the range boiler out of use in sum- 
mer, the combined heaters can raise the 
whole cylinder content to a required heat, 
or two differing heat layers may be formed 
by setting the thermostat on the bottom 
heater to shut down earlier than the top 
one. All these and every other type of 
heater can be shut down at will by means 
of a hand switch, which may, if desired, be 
placed for long-distance control, as, for in- 
stance, in a bedroom. Diagram E shows 
two bottom heaters of sturdy type, but a 
group of three or more may be used. It 
is assumed that by reason of added fittings. 
such as lavatory bowls in bedrooms and 
extra baths, the requirements of the house 
have become much beyond the capacity of 
the range boiler. It is therefore considered 
necessary not only to maintain a good volume 
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of hot water at a reasonably constant tem- 
perature, but to meet quickly the demands 
that may be made by, say, several baths in 
rapid succession. 
iagram G shows a combined heater and 

circulator. inner sheathed heating 
elements are contained in an outer tube, o 
at the bottom and holed near the top. us 
the coldest water enters at the bottom, and is 
heated and given off at the top. Where the 
rimary flow from the range boiler is entered 
ow down, as shown, but is carried up inside 
so as to enter the boiler water nearer the top, 
it would perhaps be desirable in the majority 
of cases to remove the extension piece when 
this type of electrical heater is fixed. In 
nine cases out of ten, however, there will not 
be an extension piece to remove, for in the 
majority of at least copper cylinders, though 
the primary flow and return unions are posi- 
tioned as shown, there is no man-lid. 

With Diagrams H and I we come to a very 
interesting fitting, which meets the special 
needs of the tenant of a small house. It 
consists of an electrical belt (two in Diagram 
I) that has only to be buckled around the 
waist of the cylinder with an adjustable clasp. 
A flexible cord and a plug completes the 
outfit, and the total cost is very small. No 
drilling being required, it is a tenant's fit- 
ting, removable at will. Thermostat control 
may be had if desired 

Diagram J roughly outlines an external elec- 
trical combined heater and circulator placed 
on the outside of a cylinder. I am told that 
it was first introduced in 1912, but in com- 
petition with the usual type of immersion 
heater it never “caught on.’’ It has its 
points, especially in soft-water districts, but 
the principles involved raise too many matters 
to be dealt with shortly. 

Turning back to Diagram F., we have an- 
other very interesting fitting, inasmuch as it 
indicates how well-known makers of gas appli- 
ances come close to meeting the electrical 
immersion heater on its own ground. A hole 
is cut in a square tank and a flanged thimble 
is introduced. Into this a special type of 
burner is placed and thermostatically con- 
trolled. es 

Diagrams K and L roughly indicate two 
well-known gas-consuming water heaters. It 
is claimed for fitting K that it will raise and 
maintain 20 gallons of really hot water at a 
cost of less than 44d. with gas at 10d. per 
therm under average conditions, This is a 
good performance, but it must be remembered 
that heat can only be raised pro rata to the 
amount of fuel used, and that most fittings 
of this type are set to a low maximum con- 
sumption. Many of them are designed for a 
maximum consumption of 10 cu, ft. of gas 
per hour, and, consequently, if 20 gallons of 
water at 180 deg. Fahr. were withdrawn from 
the cylinder for, say, a bath and general pur- 
poses, nearly five hours would elapse before 
the fitting unaided could restore the like 
amount. The low rate of gas consumption 
has, however, a compensating advantage in 
that the formation of a flue would not be 
strictly necessary, but attention to ventila- 
tion might be desirable, The fitting shown 
in diagram L has a flue and baffle, this being 
considered by its makers highly desirable. if 
not essential. with a maximum consumption 
of 20 ft. per hour. I agree. With both these 
fittings the strong point is that with lagged 
cylinders and circulating pipes the cost of 
maintaining throughout the night a store of 
hot water for early-morning use is very low, 
for the thermostatically controlled burner will 
function with as low a consumption as 
2 cu, ft. of gas per hour. 


Storage. 

The concessions made by suppliers for 
night loads have an important bearing on the 
choice of fittings. Obviously, if we can obtain 
at night twice as much fuel for the same out- 
lay as during the day, the only matter that 
may restrain us from taking the utmost 
advantage is consideration of heat losses. 
Instead of installing a fitting to assist the 
existing system, it may be better to put in 
one or more independent storage fittings to 
store during the night hot water for use 
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uring the day. The strongest point m

NEW B.S. SPECIFICATIONS 
Steel Conduit. 


One of the earliest B.S. Specifications for 
electrical equipment was that for steel con- 
duit and fittings, which was first published 
in 1906. The third revision of the specifica- 
tion has now been published, and differs from 
the earlier editions in two important respects. 
In the first place, pressed steel fittings are 
now recognised as standard, in addition to 
the malleable cast-iron fittings, and, in the 
second place, full details are given for the 
gouging of the screw threads on conduits and 

tings. Other changes in the specification 
‘adiode the standardisation for the first time 
of boxes with multiple back outlets, combined 
dome covers and hooks, and entry bushes. 
Small modifications have also been made to 
some of the dimensions for clips, pipe hooks, 
and other accessories. A point of some im- 
portance is the introduction of tolerances on 
dimensions. _Copies of the specification 
(B.8.8.

Asbestos Cement Pressure Pipes. 


The British Standards Institution has just 
issued a British Standard Specification for 
asbestos cement pressure pipes, covering four 
classes of pipes, but without defining the use 
to which each class should be put, so that 
the purchaser may select that class of pipe 
most suitable to his own icular need. 

The test pressures laid correspond to 
those for British Standard cast-iron pipes, 
and the minimum tensile strength of the 
material as determined by hydraulic pressure 
is specified at 2,240 lb. per square inch. 
Pipes are provided for in diameters ranging 
from 2 in. to 40 in. 

The requirements of the accessories and 
jointing materials have been so drawn as not 
to hinder future improvement in design. 
Fittings are not dealt with at this stage, 
and it is the practice at the present time

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NEW INVENTION 


Ball Valves for Water Tanks. 


Tue accompanying illustration shows a new 
invention relating to ball valves for water 
tanks, providi means for controlling the 
temperature of liquids in tanks in o to 
prevent the temperature falling below a pre- 
scribed value. A particular application of the 
invention is to protect feed water tanks in 
dwelling-houses and factories from becoming 
damaged by the action of frost. 

The invention consists of a ball valve as 
used in the plumbing trade, in which the ball 
is designed so that it will only float so long 
as the liquid is above a given temperature, 
and will sink and open the valve should the 
temperature fall below the predetermined 
value. By connecting this valve to a warm 
liquid supply circuit, heated water or other 
liquid is admitted to the tank as and when 
required to maintain a given temperature. 

A ball operates a valve in the usual man- 
ner, closing the valve when the ball is raised, 
and opening the valve when the ball sinks. 
Inside the ball is placed a syphon tube. So 
long as the temperature is above the chosen 
limit, the volume of air inside the ball causes 
it to float and close the valve. With a drop 
in temperature, the air inside the ball con- 
tracts and allows water to enter the ball by 
way of the syphon tube, so that the ball’s 
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buoyancy is destroyed, causing it to sink and 
open the valve so that a supply of warm 
water or other liquid is admitted to the tank. 
When the temperature intreases, the expan- 
sion of the air drives out the water from the 
ball by way of the syphon tube, so that the 
buoyancy of the 1 is restored and it is 
led to close the valve. 

If the ball is totally submerged, then the 
temperature of the liquid will be the control- 
ling factor, whereas if the ball is arranged 
so as to be only pay submerged, then 
the temperature of the air will be the con- 
trolling factor, 

In some instances it may be desirable to 
fix an air vessel at some distance from the 
ball and connect the two by a flexible tube, 
so that the temperature of the air or of the 
liquid at the point where the air vessel is 
fixed will be the controlling factor. The 
object of this air vessel is to increase the 
sensitive action of the ball so that its buoy- 
ancy will be destroyed by a small fall of 
temperature. In some cases where a very 
small rise in temperature is required to cause 
the valve to close, the ball may be filled with 
ether or alcohol vapour.

London’s Water Supply. 


A new method of treating London’s water 
is being experimented with by ths Metro- 
politan Water Board. The process, already 
extensively used by the great cities of the 
Continent, is known as ozonisation. By means 
of a trial plant installed at the Barn Elm 
Works in 1931 the Metropolitan Water Board 
have made a considerable number of experi- 
ments, and side by side with this the chemists 
in the Board’s laboratories have been making 
tests. The Board’s experiments prove that 
the reduction in the colour of the water is 
remarkable. For ozonisation the cost varies 
according to the price of electricity, questions 
of head, and the quality of the water, but it 
would probably be about £1 per million 
gallons, as compared with 2s. 6d. for pre- 
ammoniation and chlorination. It is expected 
that the institution of ozonisation would only 
very slightly increase that percentage, in the 
case of the Board from perhaps 5 per cent. 
for chlorination to 6 per cent. for ozonisation. 
To obtain more complete knowledge of the 
method the Board has decided to instruct its 
Works and Stores Committee to prepare 4 
scheme for the installation of ozonisavion plant 
at the Hornsey works capable of dealing with 
nee to 15,000,000 gallons of water a

SLUM CLEARANCE 


Speech by Minister of Health. 

Speaxinc at the Bonar Law College at 
Ashridge on April 26, the Minister of Health 
said that the Government's circular to the 
local authorities calling for a five-years’ pro- 
gramme of slum clearance had been describe! 
by some critics as a mere gesture. It was a 
gesture to kick a ball into the net, but wit! 
out the gesture there would be no goal. It 
was the fixed purpose of the Government to 
put an end to the slums as soon as humanly 
possible, and in that purpose they would be 
supported by the country and by the local 
authorities. The local authorities must be in 
the van of the advance, because they alone 
had the local knowledge necessary to show the 
way; but by hook or by crook the Government 
intended to see the matter through. There 
was money for the purpose in the generous 
subsidies available under the Act of 193, 
which in a normal case were equivalent to a 
capital grant of £297 per house, or 5s. a week 
off the economic rent. In such a case the 
rent required from a displaced slum-dweller 
for a house costing, inclusive of land, £360, 
would be only 3s. 2d., exclusive of rates. 
Public opinion, both national and local, ex- 
pected the local authorities to take advantage 
of the new situation by prompt action, at 
once making their plans, and_ thereafter 
carrying them out with energy The local 
authorities stood to gain financially. Each 
slum house replaced attracted in a normal 
case a Government grant of £11 5s. per 
annum. The local authority had against that 
to find from rates only £3 15s. per annum, a 
clear advantage in the sharing of cost of 
£7 10s. per annum, and in addition the local 
authority had the higher rateable value of 
the new house, and a positive bat incalculable 
gain in better conditions of health and public 
order. Nothing could now prevent progress, 
save lethargy in central or local administra- 
tion. There would be none at the centre.
